Jack fiuby push his way toward Oswald. I obserred the gun in Kuby s 

hand and obserred him shot Oswald in the side. Just before H»by got 

to Oswald I recognised Jack and shouted " Jack you S .0. B. don'-t do it . 

As Oswald fell to the floor I helped pick hla up and carry hi- into th* 
Jail office , where we placed him .on the floor, I used ay key to t«K« 
the hand-cuffs off of Oswald and the homicide deteetire. I naked and 
was told to alBO take the other set of hand-cuffs off of Oswald. 
At this time I helped pull his shirt up and obserred the place where 
Oewald was shot. At this time I asked Oswald if he had anything that 
ha wanted to tell us. I also asked if he had anything that ^e wanted 
to hare ua tell anyone. Oswald did not make a statement that X hoard. 

I stayed in the Jail office wi«^ 
and taken to the hospital.
